Business owners call on local political groups to promise to.... 

Keep parking free 


SHOPKEEPERS in Ely are call¬ 
ing on East Cambridgeshire’s 
three main political groups to 
agree to maintain free parking 
in the city. 

The Ely Traders’ Association 
(ETA) has written to the lead¬ 
ers of the local Conservative, 
Labour and Liberal Democrat 
groups calling for a pledge to 
maintain free parking in Ely’s 
city centre at the district coun¬ 
cil elections. 

In his letter, Andrew Olley, 
from the ETA, has reminded 
councillors of the huge petition 
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the association presented to 
the district council in 2012. 

The petition contained more 
than 12,000 signatures from 
people all over the district, 
demanding that the council 
abandoned its policy of impos¬ 
ing car parking charges. 

The campaign had already 
reached national attention 
when Mary Portas devoted a 
whole page to Ely in her David 
Cameron-commissioned Por-

tas Review in late 2011. 

In the face of overwhelming 
public support for the cam¬ 
paign and after two public con¬ 
sultations, the council scrapped 
its plans and since then the ETA 
says it has worked closely with 
the City of Ely Council, con¬ 
ducting regular footfall counts 
to monitor the effects of the 
two new supermarkets built on 


the edge of the centre. 

Mr Olley said: “Just last 
Christmas the district council 
conducted an advertising cam¬ 
paign, in Cambridge and the 
local area, which was designed 
to bring shoppers to Ely by pro¬ 
moting our free parking. 

“It looks like everyone finally 
realises that what we have here 
is a great asset and we can all 
work together to promote it.

INQUEST 

Verdict on mum’s 
tragic car accident 


AN inquest has been held 
into the death of a mum-of- 
two who died in a car acci¬ 
dent just hours after return¬ 
ing from a holiday abroad. 

The death of Shirley Ison, 
52, not only left her family 
and friends devastated, but 
also her many colleagues at 
local travel agent company, 
Premier Travel, where she 
worked for almost 40 years. 

Mrs Ison, who lived in 
Chatteris but was well 
known in the Ely area, died 
when her BMW 1 series hit 
a tree on the road between 
Dalham and Gazeley, near 
Newmarket, on the evening 
of November 27 last year. 

Emergency services at¬ 
tended but Mrs Ison, who 
was travelling home alone 
from the airport following a 
holiday in Tenerife, died at 
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the scene. 

She is survived by her two 
daughters, Jessamine and 
Bethany. 

An inquest was held into 
Mrs Ison’s death in Bury St 
Edmunds last week where 
a collision investigator con¬ 
firmed some form of driver 
error was the most likely 
cause of the collision. 

Assistant coroner Dr Dan 
Sharpstone concluded Mrs 
Ison’s cause of death was 
that of a road traffic colli¬ 
sion. 

Mrs Ison was the area 
manager for Premier Travel, 
which has branches across 
the region, including in 


Cambridge, Ely and New¬ 
market, where she was well- 
known in the local commu¬ 
nities. 

Speaking at the time of 
her death, Susan Papworth, 
managing director of the 
company, said: “Shirley has 
been a much-valued mem¬ 
ber of the Premier family 
for over 35 years and will be 
missed by us all. 

“Her professionalism, 
knowledge and lovely per¬ 
sonality has touched the 
lives of so many people 
over the years and her pass¬ 
ing will leave a tremendous 
void.” 

Friend Robert Barnes, 
from Ely, said: “Shirley was 
a very warm, dedicated per¬ 
son and she will be sadly 
missed by everyone who 
knew her.”

Four people injured in two-vehicle collision at Witchford 


FOUR people were hospitalised 
on Easter Sunday when they were 
involved in a two-car collision at 
Witchford. 

A Ford Fiesta and a Ford Focus 
were involved in the accident on the 
A142, at the junction with Sutton 


Road, at about 12.50pm. 

Emergency services, including 
police, the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance, the fire service and the 
East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST), attended the collision, 
and arrived to find one of the 


vehicles in a ditch. 

The fire service said firefighters 
used specialist cutting equipment 
to release two casualties from the 
vehicle. 

A spokesman for the EEAST 
said that there were four patients 


in total, who were all taken to 
Flinchingbrooke Hospital in 
Huntingdon with "minor injuries". 

There was disruption on the road 
while recovery crews removed the 
vehicles, with the police leaving the 
scene at 2.20pm.

Catalytic 
converter 
thefts rising 

POLICE are urging motorists to 
be vigilant following a spate of 
catalytic converter thefts in the 
Ely area. 

On March 31 alone, there 
were four reports of catalytic 
converters being stolen from 
vehicles on driveways. 

The thefts happened between 
7.45am and 11.45am in Henley 
Way, Ely; Northfield Road, 
Soham; Martin Close, Soham, 
and Swaffham Road, Burwell. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
"Anyone with information about 
who may be behind these, 
including suspicious people or 
vehicles, should call police on 
101 . 

"We are offering the following 
advice: at home, try to park 
either in a locked garage, 
driveway, well-lit area or as close 
to your property as possible. 

"Consider the use of a 
driveway alarm to alert you 
to suspicious activity on your 
driveway, ensure home security 
lights are in good working order 
and protect your vehicle by using 
a catalytic converter protection 
device or marking system. 

"Vehicles with a high ground 
clearance including vans, 4x4s, 
pick-ups or people carriers are 
particularly vulnerable to these 
thefts."

Calls for mast 
to be removed 


A DEVICE 61m high built on 
land where wind turbines 
could be installed is putting 
birds - and aircraft - at risk. 

That’s the message from 
the Stop Berry Fen Wind 
Farm campaigners, who 
are calling for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
to make REG Windpower re¬ 
move the anemometer it has 
recently put up at Berry Fen, 
between Haddenham and 
Aldreth. 

Steve Cheetham, co- 
chairman of the campaign 
group, insists the structure 
is not sufficiently visible in 
the sky and that as a result, 
planning conditions have 
been breached. 

The aim of the anemom¬ 
eter is to test wind speed at

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the site, which could soon 
be home to three turbines. 

Mr Cheetham said: “The 
mast does not meet the 
planning conditions that it 
must be fitted with visible 
collision warning markers 
for birds and for aircraft, as 
recommended by the Gen¬ 
eral Aviation Awareness 
Council and mandated by 
the council. 

“Planning permission re¬ 
quired nine reflective orange 
bird diverters to be placed 
at 5m intervals along each 
of the four outer guy wires, 
prior to raising the mast. 

“There is, as a result, great¬ 


ly increased risk of collisions 
by birds. Even worse is the 
potential risk to aircraft. Lo¬ 
cal residents are aware of 
how frequently aircraft fly 
across the fen, often at low 
level.” 

Bruce Caldwell, develop¬ 
ment manager at REG Wind- 
power, said: “The mast is 
still under construction and 
is due to be completed over 
the coming days. 

“The lattice structure used 
during construction will be 
removed and bird deflec¬ 
tors will be fitted every 5m 
to the outer guy wires on the 
mast.” 

A council spokesman said 
Cambridge Airport is “happy 
with the temporary arrange¬ 
ments”.

New dial-a-ride 
service hits road 


A NEW trust launched to 
revive a dial-a-ride scheme 
in the Ely area will provide a 
“bigger and better” service, 
its users are being assured. 

Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride 
folded on March 31 - but by 
the next day the Ely and So¬ 
ham Association for Com¬ 
munity Transport (ESACT) 
had been formed. 

The trust has been set up 
by the Fenland Association 
for Community Transport 
(FACT), which recently 
came to the aid of another 
struggling dial-a-ride type 
service in the Huntingdon 
area. 

As previously reported, 
the majority vote at Ely 
Soham Dial-a-Ride’s AGM 
in February was to wind 
the organisation up and to 
transfer the service and all 
the charity’s assets to FACT. 
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The decision proved con¬ 
troversial among some us¬ 
ers and staff at the Witch- 
ford-based charity, and the 
trustees were accused of not 
allowing members to have 
enough of a say. 

But Jo Philpott, manager 
of FACT, says the majority 
of members have already 
signed up to the new ser¬ 
vice. 

Speaking to Ely News on 
April 1, she said: “It’s day 
one for ESACT today and I 
don’t quite know how we’ve 
managed to pull so much 
off already, but we have. 

“The new trust has been 
formed, all members were 
automatically invited to join 
ESACT and the majority of 


them have already signed 
up. 

“We’ve been providing a 
community transport ser¬ 
vice in Fenland for 26 years 
so our aim is to mirror the 
success of FACT in East 
Cambridgeshire, providing 
a door-to-door service for 
residents, but also things 
like luncheon outings and 
day trips. 

“It’s early days but it’s safe 
to say we’ll be providing a 
bigger and better service to 
what was being provided. 

“We’ve also taken on all 
the drivers and passenger 
escorts so our aim now is to 
just grow each day.” 

Mrs Philpott apologised 
for the fact the wrong tele¬ 
phone number had been put 
on the newsletter and urged 
anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to call (01353) 661161.

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CATHEDRAL 

Plug is pulled 
on pet service 
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AN annual pet service which 
attracts everything from 
dogs to alpacas to Ely Cathe¬ 
dral has been cancelled this 
year. 

Wood Green, The Animals 
Charity and the cathedral 
have announced that this 
year’s service, scheduled to 
take place in May, has been 
axed. 

The service has been held 
for 28 years and is attended 
by a wide variety of animals, 
including tortoises, alpacas 
and hamsters, as well as cats 
and dogs - and their owners. 

But bosses at Wood Green 
have decided they only want 
dogs and their owners to at¬ 
tend the service, in a bid to 
“avoid unnecessary stress 
caused by multiple species” 
inside the cathedral. 

The cathedral has refused 
to allow just dogs to take 
part, and as a result the event 
has been scrapped this year. 

However, both the charity 
and the cathedral say they 
hope to be able to reach a 



mutual agreement in time 
for next year. 

In a joint statement, they 
said: “Wood Green and Ely 
Cathedral are saddened to 
announce the cancellation 
of this year’s Ely pet service. 

“Animal welfare has al¬ 
ways been at the forefront of 
Wood Green’s mission state¬ 
ment and after an extensive 
review, this year a decision 
was made to only invite dogs 
to attend with their owners 
in order to avoid unneces¬ 
sary stress caused by mul¬ 
tiple species occupying the 
same space. 


“After much discussion 
unfortunately an agreement 
by both parties could not be 
agreed. However, the two 
will be looking for future op¬ 
portunities to come together 
and complement each oth¬ 
er’s work.” 

Alan Hargrave, canon mis- 
sioner at the cathedral, has 
been taking the pet service 
for more than 10 years. 

He said: “We understand 
that many people will be up¬ 
set by Wood Green’s decision 
not to continue with an ‘all¬ 
animal service’. 

“We are currently consid¬ 
ering other options to cel¬ 
ebrate the animals which 
bring such blessing to so 
many people’s lives.” 

Clive Byles, CEO of Wood 
Green, added: “We would 
like to apologise to our loyal 
supporters and will endeav¬ 
our to find a way to provide 
a similar service, in the best 
interest of animal welfare, to 
celebrate the lives of our be¬ 
loved pets.”

The plan is for 23 luxury flats to be 
built in the two-storey carbuncle on 
top selling at an average of £275,000- 
£300,000 each, covering the cost of 
the makeover, profit and then some. 
This company applied for planning 
a few years ago and none of the 
considerations have changed since its 
refusal. 

We have put up with the eyesore 
for 50 years; once flats are built and 
sold there will never be a chance for 
anyone in the future to do a more 
appropriate building plan which is 
centred on all local people needs, in 
terms of more retail outlets possibly 
even a covered indoor market with 
one storey of small units. 

The two storeys are huge, out of 
proportion in the market vista, 
completely obliterating the cathedral 
skyline so important to Ely's overall 
look. It also overshadows businesses 
in Dolphin Lane, especially the Lunch 
Box cafe with outside seating. 

In my opinion housing is not 
appropriate in the very centre of 
towns; we do not have a terrified 
community in the centre of Ely but 
need central amenity space. 
Twenty-three flats will surely need to 
be sold with 23 parking spaces; there 
is nowhere that can be realised unless 
local people lose their present spaces 
for shopping in the centre of Ely. 

There is a need to change the eyesore 
but this is again a large profit-making 
development that this company 
tried to do a few years ago, take the 
money and run leaving local people 
to live with the consequences and 
no chances of redress for a more 
imaginative amenity space for all.

Soil sense 

AS soil becomes sicker and less 
able to perform its function, farmers 
become increasingly dependent on 
the chemical technology industry and 
then become trapped in a downward 
spiral, becoming increasingly 
dependent on herbicides, pesticides 
and synthetic fertilizers that kill soil 
microbes. Especially if using GM 
seeds. Weeds become more resistant 
to glyphosate, so they must use more 
weed killers. Crops then become 
nutrient-deprived, so farmers 
are then forced to use synthetic 
fertilizers. 

Weeds and bugs become superweeds 
and superbugs and on and on in a 
vicious circle. The best way to avoid 
this trap is to refrain from using 
agrochemicals in the first place. 

A properly cared-for soil will take 
care of growing your food. In 1937 
Franklin D Roosevelt stated 'that a 
nation that destroy its soil destroys 
itself.' A lesson learned from the 
'dustbowl' years, no doubt. 

Many scientists are saying that 
regenerative agricultural practices can 
turn back the carbon clock, reducing 
atmospheric CO 2 while also boosting 
soil productivity and increasing 
its resilience to floods, pests and 
drought. 

There are 2,500 billion tons of 
carbon in soil, compared with 
800 billion tons in the atmosphere 
and 560 billion tons in plant and 
animal life (or something like). 

And compared to many proposed 
geoengineering fixes, storing carbon 
in the soil is simple. It's a matter of 
returning carbon where it belongs. 
Many 'game-changing' farmers 
across the world are addressing this 
problem. Carbon-rich organic matter 
is what gives soil its water retention 
capacity, its structure and its fertility - 
so the objective must be to add high- 
quality, sustainable organic matter 
back into the soil.

Drink-driver 
is disqualified 


A MAN who was caught drink-driving - 
while holding just a provisional licence - has 
been banned from the wheel. 

Csaba Balogh, of The Crescent, Soham, 
appeared at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday. 

The 35-year-old admitted failing to pro¬ 
vide a breath specimen while in custody fol¬ 
lowing a one-vehicle crash at the Lancaster 
Way Business Park roundabout on the A142 
at Witchford. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told the court 
that Balogh drove his car over the rounda¬ 
bout, destroying the signage and road furni¬ 
ture in the early hours of March 12. 

A roadside breath test done by police re¬ 
vealed 67 micrograms of alcohol, and Ba¬ 
logh was taken into custody. 

The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Officers asked him eight times to provide 
a further specimen, Mr Brown said, and he 
refused. 

Veronica Candy, mitigating, said Balogh 
has no previous convictions and made full

admissions to officers at the roadside that 
it was his vehicle and he was the driver, de¬ 
spite another person being present.

Balogh has been disqualified from driving 
for 20 months, but this will be reduced by 20 
weeks if he completes a drink drive rehabili¬ 
tation course by May 9 next year. 

He will also pay a £500 fine, £85 costs and 
a £50 victim surcharge.

Green light for 
cinema plans 


IT was the news families and 
cinema goers in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire had been waiting 
to hear for years. 

Multi-million pound plans 
to build a new Cineworld 
leisure complex in Ely have 
been given the green light. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee approved Turnstone 
Estate’s proposals for Down- 
ham Road last Wednesday. 

The £16 million complex 
will boast a six-screen Cine- 
world cinema, four restau¬ 
rants, including a Frankie and 
Benny’s, and further stand¬ 
alone restaurants, including 
two drive-thrus. 

Bosses at Turnstones con¬ 
firmed at the meeting that 
they were in “advanced talks” 
with both McDonalds and 
KFC for occupying the site. 

Accompanying the devel¬ 
opment will be a “well-lit” 
and CCTV-monitored new 
underpass providing access 
for pedestrians and cyclists 
under the A10, highway im¬ 
provements and considerable

landscaping. The scheme will 
also provide improved access 
for the existing sports clubs in 
Downham Road. 

Numerous concerns had 
been raised about the new Ely 
Leisure Village - mainly that it 
would be located too far from 
Ely city centre - and English 
Heritage fearing that the de¬ 
velopment could ruin views 
of Ely Cathedral. 

However, in her report, 
planning officer Rebecca 
Saunt said that the “public 
benefits of the proposal out¬ 
weigh the impact on the view 
of the cathedral”. 

And all members agreed 
- voting unanimously to ap¬ 
prove the development, 
phase two of which is to build 
a state-of-the-art new leisure 
centre. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, of Ely 
North ward, said: “As ever, 
English Heritage have 


strained themselves to try 
and make a case against this 
development, but they have 
failed miserably. 

“Ely and East Cambs need 
this cinema and leisure com¬ 
plex. My own children have 
grown up having to travel 
to places like Cambridge or 
Huntingdon to see all the lat¬ 
est films and that isn’t right.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, of Stretham 
ward, said: “This is the big¬ 
gest step forward that our 
district has taken in I’d say 10 
years. This will catapult East 
Cambs into the 21st century, 
providing us with the sort of 
facilities our residents need, 
creating jobs and telling the 
world that we are here to do 
business.” 

Construction work is due to 
begin this summer with the 
aim of the cinema and some 
of the restaurants opening 
next summer.

Relief as stolen 
car found safe

A PERFORMANCE car sto¬ 
len from a driveway in Had- 
denham has been found 
- thanks to a St Ives woman 
complaining about parking 
issues outside her home. 

Colin Burbridge was left 
devastated when he re¬ 
turned to his home in Perry 
Close on the night of March 
23 to discover burglars had 
smashed their way into 
his property and stolen his 
VauxhallVXR8. 

As previously reported, 
the vehicle, which is ‘evoke’ 
in colour, is one of only 
about 560 in the country 
and is worth approximately 
£ 20 , 000 . 

Mr Burbridge admitted he 
never thought he’d see the 
vehicle again but it has been 
found - parked in Green¬ 
fields, St Ives. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “On March 26 we re¬ 
ceived a call from a mem¬ 



ber of the public saying a 
black Vauxhall had been 
parked opposite her house 
in Greenfields, St Ives, and 
was causing problems with 
parking and that she has not 
seen anyone go to the car. 

“A search on the police na¬ 
tional computer identified 
this was the stolen car from 
Perry Close and it was then 
recovered. 

“No arrests have been 
made and we would urge 
anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to call us on 101.” 

Mr Burbridge said: “I hon¬ 
estly can’t believe it. I’m ob¬ 
viously pleased but I’m still 
furious that someone stole it 
in the first place. 

“I haven’t actually got my 
car back yet as the police 


have got to do a few more 
checks but I’m hoping eve¬ 
rything will still be in good 
order with it.” 

Speaking to Ely News at 
the time of the burglary, he 
said: “I’m fuming. I work 
hard and I saved hard to buy 
that car. 

“I got home at around

A UNIVERSITY student is tak¬ 
ing on the highest free-standing 
mountain in the world in memo¬ 
ry of his best friend. 

Courtney Pettifor, 20, says los¬ 
ing his best friend Dylan Minar 
was one of the most difficult ex¬ 
periences he has ever had to deal 
with. 

Courtney met Dylan when they 
were students at Ely College. Dy¬ 
lan, from Little Downham, moved 
to Florida, but the pair were still 
close friends when Dylan unex¬ 
pectedly took his own life last No¬ 
vember, aged just 19.

“It proved to be one of the most 
difficult experiences I have ever 
had to deal with; however, I think 
it is now time, as his best friend, 
to positively remember Dylan by

doing this event in his memory. 

“I am going to be climbing 
Mount Kilimanjaro to raise mon¬ 
ey for PAPYRUS. 

“PAPYRUS provides support 
and advice for young people who 
feel they have no choice but to 
suffer alone by giving them hope 
and preventing young suicide. 

“Every year over 1,600 young 
people take their own lives in 
the UK. Many thousands more 
contemplate suicide; many harm 
themselves or suffer alone, being 
afraid to speak openly about how 
they are feeling.” 

Courtney’s challenge will see 
him climbing the 5,895m moun¬ 
tain from August 28 to September 
6 . 

He said: “The suffering that I 
will endure climbing up Mount 
Kilimanjaro will be incomparable 
to the pain I felt when I lost my 
best friend.”

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move.

April showers 


T HE property market can 
sometimes seem a bit like 
the weather. Some days it 
is fine and sometimes it is rainy. 
But some days it really does 
not know what it is doing. The 
market is a bit like that at the 
moment. Just when it looks as if 
there is no momentum there is 
a surge of interest and then as 
quickly as it comes it stops - just 
like an April shower. 

So in this pre-general election 
period buyers and sellers seem 
to lurch between wanting to do 
something but at the same time 
worrying about doing it.
